Directors Vote to Retain Present Incumbent 
For Four Year Term at Current Salary 
Of $3,600 Per Year; Minimum Pay, 
Fixed by Law, Is $3,500. 


TWO DIRECTORS FOR REDUCTION 
OF $100 PER YEAR IN SALARY 


Professor Lloyd O. Reef a uvor, for the past two years su­ 
perintendent of the Gettysburg public schools and for six 
years prior to that time supervising principal, was re-elected 
superintendent of schools 
for a four-year term at a 
salary of $3,600 by the 
school directors in regular 
April 
session, 
Tuesday 
night in the high school. 
In the absence of Dr. C. 
G. Crist, because of the 
death on Monday of Mrs. 
Crist, A. 
E. 
Hutchison, 
vice president, presided. 
The roll call vote for 
the election of Professor 
Keefauver was unanimous 
with all six of the di­ 
rectors favoring the re­ 
tention of 
the 
superin­ 
tendent in office. 
The d i r e c t o r s then 
moved to the question of 
salary. 
They had been 
previously informed that 
the present salary of Pro­ 
fessor Keefauver is $3,- 
600 per year and that the 
Edmunds’ act provides a 
minimum salary of $3,500 
per year for offices in the class in which Gettysburg has been 
placed. 
Four of the directors voted for the $3,600 per year sal­ 
ary and two dissented, casting their ballot for the $3,500 per 
year pay, a reduction of $100.

TO WATCH MEN 
ON ROAD WORK 


Many Highway Work­ 
ers Injured or Kill­ 
ed by Careless 
Drivers. 


VIOLATORS TO 
BE REPORTED 


W ith thousands of men a t w7ork 
on tile highways of Pennsylvania 
patching, 
resurfacing 
and 
oiling 
stretches torn up by tho severe 
weather 
of 
tile 
past winter, the 
Pennsylvania Motor federation, A. 
A. A., today issued 
a 
statem ent 
calling attention to drivers to the 
law that prohibits passing any ve­ 
hicle proceeding in the same di­ 
rection on stretches where highway 
crews are at work. 
This law. passed by the 1931 leg­ 
islature to protect 
highway 
em ­ 
ployes. is being strictly enforced, 
according to the P. M. F., the men 
in charge of the crews or the work­ 
men 
themselves being authorized 
to report drivers who violate tliis 
provision. 
The federation quoted 
this section of the motor code as 
follows: 
The driver of a vehicle shall 
not overtake and pass. or at­ 
tempt to pass, any other vehicle, 
proceeding in the same direction, 
between any points indicated by 
the placing of temjMirary warn­ 
ing or caution signs indicating 
that men are working 
on 
the 
highway. 
And while the m otor code does 
not provide a specific 
speed 
for 
travel through such zones this, ac­ 
cording to the federation, is cov­ 
ered in the following clause: 
Every person shall drive at a 
speed not greater than is ie:»- 
sonable and proper, having due 
regard to the traffic, surface and 
width of the highway and 
all 
other conditions then existing. 
“Every m otorist should 
be 
fa ­ 
m iliar with these provisions and 
obey them to the letter,” said S. 
Edward 
Gable, 
president of the 
federation. 
“Ignorance of the law 
does not make a driver less liable 
to arrest and fine, nor less respon­ 
sible for whatever injury or prop- j 
erty damage he may cause by vio- J 
latlon of these 
regulations.

He is on hts 
way around the world—a journey of two years—just to appease a boyhood 
ambition th at he had 21 years ago! 
Mr. Lord is set upon an adventure 
trip—and there is little doubt but th a t he will gain aplenty. A worthy 
ambition, it seems to me, for one who must love the sea, and who will 
know more than anything of which he has dreamed by the time he re­ 
turns. 
Joseph Pultizer, late great publisher of the New York World, spent 
most of his last years travelling upon his yacht at sea. 
He was totally 
blind dining these years, and yet he must have loved the sea—it must 
have told him something—soothed his nerves—for him to have chosen its 
hospitality under such a handicap. 
Tile greatest vTiter of the sea, during the last generation—and per­ 
haps of all time—was Joseph Conrad. His stories saturate one's imagi­ 
nation and compel a love for the sea that is unforgetable. 
I awoke early the other morning, and looked out upon the vast ocean 
in front of my bedroom window. There was a t first but a faint coloring— 
the peeping of dawn in the distance. Then a great mirage, like a range 
cf mountains, then a great forest, so it appeared. But, in reality, merely 
the glorious cloud formations that besjxike beauty at every moment of 
change. Then the burst of light—and a new day! 
Who can ever forget 
a sunrise over the sea? 
The sea will never tell all th at it knows, or ever will reveal the 
secrets that have been bequeathed to it!

Brussels, April ll 
(AP)—Week­ 
end political clashes in which a 
communist was slain 
and 
more 
than a score of persons were in­ 
jured focused attention for the first 
time on the rise of the nationalist 
organization called the blue shirts. 
The blue shirts are pledged to rid 
Belgium of all political parties and 
the “present rotten regime,” and so 
dangerous did they seem Monday 
night that the government ordered 
quick parliamentary 
consideration 
of a measure banning the wearing 
of political uniforms of any group. 
Rioting started when 
the 
na­ 
tionalists 
opened 
their 
Brussels 
headquarters and the clashes spread 
throughout 
the capital and 
the 
neighboring localities. 
Knifes Assailant 
A blue-shirted nationalist named 
Geevaerts was thrown from his bi­ 
cycle by a communist. 
Geevaerts 
pulled out a knife and inflicted fa­ 
tal wounds on his assailant, named 
Debaker. 
At least ten "Communists 
and fifteen blue shirts were injur­ 
ed and wounded in hand-to-hand 
fighting. 
The authorities feared the riot­ 
ing might start again and .special 
precautions were taken. The police* 
watched for threatened reprisals of 
the communists for the death of 
their comrade. 
Headquarters of the nationalists 
at Eckeren were sacked when blue 
shirts and socialists clashed there. 
One socialist was wounded. 
The blue shirts have emerged as 
a political power in Just the last 
few weeks.
